The posse 
was close at hand and when the re- 
port of the pistol was heard, open- 
ed fire in the direction from which 
the report came. 


Convict 
Howard 
was 
shot 


through the abdomen. He imme- 
diately shot himself through 
the 


head with a revolver and died in 
the wagon. 


The convicts then forced j. B. 


iMcDonough, the general over- 
Beer, to stand up in the wagon and 
jwave a white handkerchief. 
The 


posse, as soon as the white flag 
Went up, stopped firing for fear of 
killing the free men. The convicts 
jumped out-of the wagon, shield- 
ing theniselves with free men and 
started afoot. 


GUARDS SET FREE. 


At 10 o'clock last 
night, the 


Convicts turned Bernard Schlott- 
tnan, Joe Foster and the following 


prison officers Joose: 


J. C. McDonough, G. E. Jeter, 


J. F. Dolan, W. J. Hopton and 
Thomas J. Seavey. 


They were released 
in brush 


about four miles south of Diehl's 
place and came into Diehl's about j 
6 o'clock this morning. 


John 
Klendendo'rf, one of. the 


guards, tumbled out of the wagon 
during the 'fight at Pilot Hill and 
escaped unhurt. 


This makes all the free men ac- 


counted for and safe. - 


At 10 o'clock last night, Con- 


victs Woods, Theron and Eldridge 
left the others. 
Woods is said to

ROME. July 28. — The first of the 


three great requiem n asses ureter th<> 
auspices of the Sacred College for the 
repose of the soul of Pope I eo was 
celebrated this morning In the Slstlne 
Chapel. 


All the carrtlnnls now Ir. Rone, the 


diplomatic corns, the Roman nobility 
and many other distlr^uished persons 
were present. No such mass h .id been 
fnii In Rome since the death of Plus 
IX. 


WHITE CATAB'ALQUK. 


In the Sistine Chapel stood :i huge 


white catafalque, ten feet high and on 
It. on two cushions, rested ••• t-iple 
crown of gold, shining briffhtl> in the 
llsht of a hundred candles.
